WURANA, Albania, Sept.” 2 
Church chimes; fretizied popular ac- 
élaim; thunderotis cannon fire and 
oné tense moment of triumph today 
marked: the final step in ‘the: tise: of 
Ahmed Bey Zogu from a mountain 
chieftain ‘to ‘king of his’ native. Al- 
bania. 

The: National Assembly, without a 
dissenting voice, had proclaimed him 
King of the Albanians. 
Government officials and prominent 
civilians who packed the tiny legis- 
lative hall of the smallest State in 
the Balkans arose’ in a‘ body and 
greeted the announcement with cries 
of. “Long live our king!’* 

They left the hall and marched, 200 
strong, to the Palace where President 
Zogu was waiting for them. 

The salvo of 101 had scarcely 
signaled the slevntite., of a plebian 
President’ to the kingship when the 
new ruler started his triumphal. jour- 
ney from the Palace to the Assembly

WOMAN. KICKED A GUARD 


Another Threatened With Cane 
— Official Report Says Crew

‘Instead of only two small flasks of 
liquor being seized’ by. customs. of- 
ficials frém visitors ‘to ‘the French 
liner Tle De France as. she was 
about to depart from her pier on the 
Hudson: River at midnight: on Aug.

CRITICIZES SCHOOL REPORT 


Institute for Public Service Says 
"Costs Are Understated. 


The Tristitute for Public Service, of 
which William H. Allen is Director, 
issued yesterday a statement~ that 
the annual financial. report of the 
Board of Education, made public on 
Aug. 27, understated by $27,000,000 
the cost of” maintaining the city’s 
school system in 1927. It charged 
that certain expenditures were made 
by other departments, and said that 
unless these items. were. classified 
differently there would séem to be 
an increase in next year’s budgt. The 
statement follows in part: 

“The Board of Education gave out 
the auditor’s summary. last week, 
which accounted for $125,258.403 
~ oy in operating and maintaining 

e entire system. This total it 
seems does. not. include $27;000/000 
listed*by Chairman Arthur S. Somers 
of the board’s Finance Committee 
two weeks earlier when making up 
the budget estimates for 1929. Mr. 
Somers noted the fact that last year 
the following ‘costs, totaling. over 

27,000,000, were borne by taxpayers 
for the schools but were actually 
spent by other departments than the 
Béard of Education: 

“Debt service payments for the 
schools, for buildings, equipment and 
sites, $19,700,000; for pensioning 
teachers, $5, 700,000; for Health De- 
partment. nurses and doctors’ as- 
signed to schools, $670,000; for water, 
gas, light and power from the Water 
Department, $1,160,000. No total was 
given of law costs from the Law De- 
partment’s hig or of special de- 
tails from the Police Department or 
museum outlays for schools. 

“The correct total therefore was 
over $152,000,000 for operation and 
maintenance, rather than $125,000,000. 
As the board.is compelled by a new 
law to state thé whole cost in next 
year’s budget, thére will seem to be 
an increase $27, 000,000 larger than 
the truth unless the correct total for 
last year is used.”’

SIFTS FASCISTS’ ACTS HERE. 


Civil Liberties Unioti Seeks Evidénce 
of intimidation of Citizens. 


In a move to combat alleged at- 
tempts of the Italian Government to 
‘“Sntimidate American citizens of 
Italian birth who happen to be anti- 
Fascists,’’ the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union sent yesterday an appeal 
to anti-Fascist newspapers in the 
United States for evidence of such 
interference. The .union, alleges it, 
has knowledge of four specific in 
stances. in which Italian Consular. of- 
ficials are said to have put pressure 
on_ American citizens to desist from 
any: activities. against .the Fascist 
Government. 

The cases cited by the. union in- 
clide:those of persons who have been 
American’ citizens for as long as 
thirty years. They are said to, in- 
volve arbitrary questioning and in- 
vestigation . by consular agents, 
threats ‘to et’”” American citizens 
for anti-Fasc activity and in one 
case the loss of a job through pres- 
sure by.@ consul.

FARM PRICE LEVEL FELL |} 
6 POINTS LAST MONTH 


Bat It Was 7 Points Higher on 
Aag. 15 Than on Same 
Date Last: Year.

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 1.—The gen- 
eral level of farm prices received, by 
preducers:* on. Aug. 15 was 6 points 
lower than on July 15, according to 
the monthly report of. the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, but at 139 it 
was still 7 points higher than on 
Aug. 15 last year, The base period 
taken as 100 is the five-year period 
1908-1914. ' 

Meat animals were 5 points higher 
in August than in July, dairy prod- 
ucts advanced one point and poultry 
products 6 points, but the month 
witnessed declines in the farm prices 
of al] the important groups of crops, 
grains declining 22 points, fruits and 
vegetables 19 points and cotton and 
cottonseed 17 points. 

The farm price of .wheat went be- 
low $1 a bushel for the first time in 
four. years, and. oats and barley. were 
below the pre-war. level.

Pursuing a familiar line of strategy,

what. the Monroe Doctrine prevents and 
what it permits, 


This is not the first occasion for ‘rais-¢ 
ing the query before the League of Na- 
tions. In ‘thé course of framing the Ver- 
sailles treaty President WILSON Was 
asked whether, if the League undertook 
to mediate between two quarreling Cen- 
tral American or South American repub- 
lics, it would be considered a violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine. Mr. WILSON said 
that it would not, because “a pacific ac- 
“tion could never be against the Monroe 
“ Doctrine.” This is worth remembering. 
It was, in fact, as a great guarantee of 
peace ‘in the Western Hemisphere that 
the Monroe Doctrine... was enunciated. 
Thus it is that anything in. harmony 
with its original purpose cannot be held 
to be contradictory to. its modern under- 
standing. This is about all that can be 
said to Costa Rica or any other inquirer.

When “the behefitent work of the 
Americanized Public Health Department 
in Haitfis contrasted with the. ineffi- 
ciency. of its predecessor; in the days 
before: intervention, it. is not. difficult to 
understand why the American doctors 
are popular, }Sanitation under. the ‘old 
order was neglected.

The Government of 
intervention at once opened'the door‘ of 
hope, The. medical school at the capital 
was installed. in well-equipped modern 
buildings. There was no training school 
for murses.

lished, The International Health Board 
began’ to send’ native physicians to the 
United States and Burope to take post- 
graduate courses. The Rockefeller Foun- 
dation ‘cooperated in making a medical 
survey. Conditions in the few hospitals 
had been deplorably\ bad. For the\poor 
man there was no dottor>he had to 
turn to quacks and “ healers. n

Prospects for Financing. 

Mr. Chambers said ‘he felt certain 
that the next ‘six’ months woiild be.

“In this respect,’” he continued, “I 
believe it is ‘generally agreed by all 
well-informed persons that condi- 
tions are adjusting . themselves ‘in 
such a..way.as.to assure a most 
favorable renee for new financial 
undertakin, It seems & reasonably 
safe asse ad that high grade bonds 
have.already reached ‘their lowest 
levels of the year and that the trend 
from: now .on. will .be,. very deter- 
minedly, toward higher levels.

of rates» We may be sure that the 
Federal Reserve will not hesitate to 
do its part in any emergency, even 
if it does involve a drastic revision 
in its open market policy.’’ 


Funds. for Investment. 


Mr. Chambers said the most con- 
servative of the bond dealers were 
recommending the purchase of stand- 
ard bonds at prevailing prices. That, 
he added, indicated that the weight 
of the best opinion was against any 
downward trend in values. He said 
funds available for sound invest- 


ments had been accumulating for 
several months and soon would be 
seeking profitable employment. Every 
sign of improvement in the money 
market, he said, would have a stim- 
ulating effect upon the bond market, 
thus furnishing the basis for an ad- 
vance in prices. He drew attention 
to the increasing confidence of in- 
vestors as reflected in the revival of 
buying interest in the stock market. 

“Tt is apparent from the peases of 
brokers’ loans that splendid progr ee 
hes been made in liquidati it 
credits,’* Mr. Chambers sai eer 
phasizing the significance of the de- 
crease of $22,099,000 disclosed week 
before last when, the financial com- 
munity as a whole was expecting an 
increase of: $100,000,000. or. more. 
‘‘There is no longer any doubt that 
bond dealers’ shelves are rapidly be- 
ing cleared,’® he added.

Figures on locomotives in repair 
show that, despite a reduction of 
$35,311,000 in outlay for maintenance 
of equipment in the first half of 1928 
compared with the same period a 
year previous, the railroads of the 
country have adequate’ power re- 
serves. On July 1 the total tractive 
effort of engines on hand. was 2,590,- 
735,000 pounds, against 2;610,986,000 
@ year previously, a decrease of .7 
per’ cent,, although revenues in the 
first six months declined 3.9 per cent. 
from the same period in 1927. 

On July 15.the carriers had 59,602 
engines online, of which 51,016 were 
in. good order and 7,040 ‘stored avail- 
able for service. These figures com- 
pare with 61,273 on. line, composed 
of 52,033 in good order and 6,464 
stored, a year ago. Thus, although 
there ‘were fewer engines in the ag- 
gregate, the railroads had 57,600, or 

per cent., more locomotives stoves 
ready for Service.

LAYS With negro casts: having 
become so cOmmon ‘here ‘in the

Bosom,” to say nothing of “Show 
Boat” and “Blackbirds of °1928,"’ 
have not only accust6med Broadway 
to negro casts, but have also. given 
the local negro actdts prolériged em- 
ployment. Yet when Ransom Rideout 
wrote “Goin' Home” two years ago

Ten Years Behind United States. 

England stands in moving pictures 
where America stood ten years ago. 
Here it is still the érajof finance. ‘The 
man who pays the. piper not only 
calls the tune but.wants. to play it: 
The business executive is everything 
and the producer ‘very little. It is 


not that money is Bbéegridged on pre |: 


duction; the trouble is rather that it 
is lavished and even thrown away, 
But as regards the subject, style and 
treatment of the film on which the 
money is spent the executive is afraid 
to let the producer take a chance, 
Here, much more than in Hollywood, 
the producer is tied down to the 
good old ‘“‘sure fire’’ and hokum 
methods of the past. ‘Cabaret 
scenes’’ are still almost certain fea- 
tures of British films where they 
have long ago “been eliminated by 
good American and even Continental 
producers. 

British producers are, however, 
showing a praiseworthy devotion to 
realism, An’ actual railroad smash 
was staged last week for a collision 
scene in the new Gainsborough film, 
‘The. Wrecker.’’ An old Southern 
Railway engine was secured with the 
cooperation of the railway company 
and driven by a dummy engineer and 
fireman into a truck carrying a load 
of sand. Such things. were done 
years ago at Hollywood, but this was 
the first of its kind here. It proved 
to be a great success both in the eye 
of the camera and the.ear of .the 
sound-recording apparatus. The old 
locomotive appeared to slide through 
the truck, which disintegrated and 
its load of sand became a.blur. Then 
came the dull hoom. of the collision. 
The engine and six coaches left the 
line and the engine turned ‘over with 
a last.snort of escaping steam. She

“There have always. been highly 
emotional individuals who tempera- 
mentally corresponded to the type 


we. call the romantic. It is a psycho-' 


pathic type. St. John, the writer of 
the Apocalypse, is an early literary 
example.. Dante is a later one. Ab- 
normal sensibilities gave the artist 
a sort of clairvoyance. Poetry and 
music began to work with black 
magic. Theoretically, art still dwelt 
in the empyrean of pure thought. In 
effect, art caught man. where he is 
weakest, by his sensibility. Wagner 
described his earliest aim” in com- 
position as ‘a bold glorification of 
unfettered sensbalism.’ That was 
more or less the aim of all romantic 
art.'In its attainment Wagner went 
furthest. He thought that he was 
opening up a new era. In reality he 
was the closing apotheosis of a mag- 
nificent pathological interlude.’’

other great musician of his time.’ | 


Mr. Engel fails to mention Giuseppe 
Verdi, who can also be called a 
‘great musician,’’ and who, born the 
Same year as Wagner, outlived him 
by eighteen years. Liszt was born 
two years before Wagner, and they 
died within less than five years of 
each) other. But most of Wagner’s 
fellow-romantics were — shortlived. 
They. consumed’ themselves, as one 
might, say, by their own heat. Weber 
died’ at 40, Schubert at 31, Mendels- 
sohn—if.he can be called a romantic 
—at 38, Chopin at 89, Schumann at 
46, and his mind had long been 
affected: 

“Tf Wagner overshadows these 
men—some more, some less—it is 
principally because he possessed 
rude health, had tough powers of 
resistance and lived out the biblical 
threescore years and ten. Had he 
died as young as Schubert, “Tann- 
hauser’ would have remained an un- 
finished opera. Had he lived a cre- 
ative life only as the longest enjoyed 
by these composers (Weber, Schu- 
bert, Mendelssohn, Chopin and Schu- 
mann)—that is, had he died in 1853, 
at the age of 40—we should have 
been without a single note of ‘Tris- 
tan und Isolde,’ ofthe ‘Meistersin- 
ger,’ of the ‘Nibelungen’ and of 
‘Parsifal.’ In other words,-we should 
not have had one page of the ‘great 
Wagner.’ That Wagner produced 
those greater works is due to three 
factors: his phenomenal gifts, his 
phenomenal capacity for work and 
his. phenomenal luck.”

He was always a sensualist. The 
Library of Congress possesses ‘‘the 
garish samples of silk and satin for 
house robes, bed covers and pillow 
Slips that he ordered from a milli- 
ner in Vienna, together with four- 
teen letters that he wrote her, full of 
minute directions.’’ He was the ‘‘the- 
atrical’’ type. It is a very common 
type.

Nothing can stop the 
course Of progress. ‘The seduction 
that a fresh aspect of beauty ex- 
ercises upon susceptible natures is 
very powerful. But while our con- 
ceptions of beauty may change ac- 
cording to. the eternal law of satiety 
and variety, the permanency of the 
master work remains secure. And 
Wagner, though receding into the 
background of time, still looms above 
his successors as a full-sized master. 
Wagner’s personality, under the 
scalpel of the biographer, has suf- 
fered the disfigurement of a thor- 
ough-going autopsy. The post-mor- 
tem of the man’s character reads like 
the report of a psychopath on a crim- 
inal or a degenérate.

city, showing exceptional talent at 
a very early age, and winning honors 
for piano playing at the age of 14. 
Until his twentieth yedr his teachers 
were Knorr, Kwast and Engelbert 
Humperdinck, composer of ‘‘Hansel 
und Gretel.” In his twentieth year 
he appeared as a piano virtuoso and 
also began to conduct. In the latter 
capacity he went from Niiremberg 
to Stettin, where he conducted opera 
for five years, and thence to 
Bremen. In 1923 he conducted 
*? at the Berlin Staatsoper. In 
recent years he has specialized in the 
organization and conducting of 
choruses. Among his recent activities 
in this direction were the ee 
tion of the choruses for Stra’ 
“Oedipus. Rex” and Hindemith’s 

‘‘Cardillac.” 

To a Times representative Mr. 
Wohllebe, who has arrived in this 
city for his Winter's work, spoke of 
choral music and other conditions in 
Germany.

In the larger cities the 
most prominent conductors are’ glad 
to direct these bodies. Musical life

Another post-war manif Hrestabon, 
and an amusing one, although it 
tends to lower music standards in 
Germany, is the mania for. titles 
shown by musicians not of the first 
rank. The smallest cities have al- 
ready their “Musik Direktors’’ or 
“General Musik Direktors.” Such 
and similar titles are bestowed by the 
City Council, the theatre owner, or 
the Mayor. They are often more wel- 
come than a. rise in. salary. The 
theatres have their “Chief Direk- 
tors” and ‘“Entendants'; musical or- 
ganizations. their ““Présidents” and

A-SOUTHERN: FEUD COMES TO AN END 





HATFIELD arid a McCoy, mem- 
bers..of. noted, and opposing 
fetd families, Have ~“jcst 
struck hands: in. friendship, 

walked about a morntain ‘town arm 
in arm, chatting in a‘most amicable 
nion, and then, to top it all, had 
their photographs taken ‘together! 
Many a Hatfield and McCoy. of the 
days of forty yeers ago must have 
turned over in his grave. 

The sensation came recently when 
Tennis Hatfield, Sheriff: of Logan 
County, West Virginia, crossed Tug 
River to Pikeville, Ky., in the ncigh- 
borhood of which town, the: earlier 
Hatfields and McCoys . had . fought 
to-death--for~ supremacy: He:--was 
a guest of Joseph Stanley at the 
Pike..County -jailer’s home. at Pike- 
ville. After a noonday meal, Hat- 
field with Stanleyiand other men 
were ‘‘resting’’ on the veranda, en- 
joying the cool of the mountain air. 

Down. the street came a venerable 
man. He had once, it was plain, béen 
a vigorous, upstanding. mountaineer. 
But years had begun to weigh. Ten- 
nis Hatfield: watehed the stranger's 
rather slow progress. He turned. to 
Stanley: ““Who is’ that ‘old man?’ 
Stanley replied: .‘‘That is old Uiicle 
Jim McCoy,’’ 


The Hatfield did not bat an éye. 
But. .he must have thought strange 
thoughts—of the days and nighis 
when his own and this man’s,kin 
had sought and fought and slain each 
other in the feud. wars. of»Pike 
County and an adjoining area ‘in 
West‘ Virginia. He wanted, to know 
Uncle.

The Hatfields seem to have 
inflicted: the, larger number, of \cas- 
ualties; obtained the greater honors 
of war. More McCoys. than’ Hat- 
fields: were killed,. but. the McCoys 
would not be driven out of their 
mountains; So they stayed on .and 
fought and. were killed and wounded. 
The feud resulted in -interstate-com- 
plications. The Governor of Ken- 
tucky. demanded, of West. Virginia 
delivery of some of the feudists.who 
had committed crime. in Kentucky 
and the Governor of West Virginia 
declined. There the matter stood for 
a&- considerable time. Simon Bolivar 
Buckner was Kentucky’s. Governor 
and E. W:. Wilson Governor of West 
Virginia. 

The worst tragedy of the feud, per- 
haps was the killing of three young 
McCoys. by’ a gang of: twenty-three 
men who were said to ‘be membérs 
of the Hatfield. clan. .This was in 
1882, . One of the Hatfield faction 
had, been, fatally -woundéd; so three 
McCoy brothers were ‘captured and 
held prisoners in a-.lonely. house..in 
the. country awaitirig the outcome of 
his injuries, 

The Stery:of tHe Mother. 

The mother. of- the. boys told this 
story: "I am the mother of PHaimer, 
Tolbert and young Randolph McOoy. 
They are dead. They were killéd on

conventions ludicrous in the eyes of 
laymen. 

There are serious and even. vital 
problems’ of the dancer to: be solved 
without fabricating any Such tissues 
as this,..and one of these problems 
has to do with winning respect from 
the public. Sooner or later some or 
ganization will awake to the neces- 
sity, Perhaps this very convention 
méy~“do-so, for as_these.lines are 
Written it has still four. days to run.

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OLD GUIDE BOOKS: AR : 


ITHIN: recent years dealers 
d in® old books “have noticed 
a steadily increasing de- 


mand for the early guide| 
hooks: of -the ‘city,...Originally cost- 
ing, in the majority of cases, from 
10 to 50 cents apiece, they supplied 
the constant stream of visitors with 
helpful and interesting information: 
Like the old-fashioned medical--al- 
manac With ‘its jokes, and hints re- 
garding the ‘proper performance of 
various household duties, they were 
ultimately cast off and today guide 
books atitedating 1850-or 1860 are 
not easy to find. 


To the student and lover of old 
New York these little‘-handbooks of 
the. city, written. rather.hastily and 
with very. brief descriptions of the 
more important: points of . interest, 
present, nevertheless, a great deal of 
exact information. As each new edi- 
tion or individual volume took pains 
to describe any public or institutional 
buildings’-which . had been.. erected 
sincé the publication of the last popu- 
lar-guide, they are frequently the 
most reliable sources of information 
in fixing the date of some particular 
event. 


It is this epHémeral charaeter that 
gives them today their real Value and 
interest.. Many of.them. contained 
excellent maps showing the location 
of important buildings and places, 
while others of a more elaborate 
character contained crude ‘but ‘satis- 
factory woodcuts.of public edificés, 
churches and hotels, the majority of 
which long ago passed .out of ex- 
istence: These views of former days 
are an important addition in round- 
ing. out a collection of old New York 
prints and occasionally an odd view 
will ‘be found that is difficult to du- 
plicate. 

Among the. books which. enjoyed 
a ‘wide vogue was ‘‘Phelps’s New 
York: City Guide.” . It-was published 
for..several..years..from about. 1850, 
each new edition being brought up 
to date) It was! bound in cloth, con- 
tained an excellent map and several 
woodcut illustration, including the 
City Hall, Merchants’ Exchange, 
Custom. House, Trinity Church, the 
City. Prison, and .the Institution for 
the Blind, the latter building, on the 
east side of Ninth Avenue ‘between 
Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth Streets 
having, only. been:torn down for tall 
commercial structures” within the 
last two years. 

The compiler’ of the book calls ‘it 
a pocket directory not only of -the 
metropolis, which then‘had a popu- 
lation, of ' slightly: more than 500,000, 
but of its: environs. His-work is well 
done and several -villages and outly- 
ing resorts * are--mentioned which 
have since*been completely absorbed 
by the growing city, Among the New 
York villages: described “itt -the-1852 
édition .are those of..Yorkville, Har- 
pai Bloomingdale, Manhattanville 
ind ‘ Carmansyille. Some “of ‘thése 
ives are still used for their ‘re- 
spectivé localities; |The} last “three, 
however,.. have ceased to have any 
village significance.

In this attractive little show: you

MARIN is John. Marin, 
unique and indivisible. Ernest

American art on its own two feet, 
secretly. or openly hankers, at the 
same time, after an effect of the 
primitive that would not seem to 
have its roots inthis hemisphere— 
despite the fact that American paint- 
ers in swarms have done‘their best 
to persuade one that such is the case.

Whether change is to prove of the 
epochal or just the seasonal variety 
we must patiently wait to discover. 
Meanwhile, suspense is heightened 
rather than diluted by a cursory 
glance at a few of the suggestive 
recent developments. 


ISITORS to. the last salon in 
_ Paris have consistently assured 

us that ‘‘wild’’. art, as some 
choose to call it, is now being pro- 
duced in a negligible quantity. The 
modern French masiers,. of .course, 
are secure because, with a minimum 
of interdependence, they have carved 
their own paths. Said Hamlet to the 
King: 

Your majesty, and we that have 
free souls, it touches us not. * * * 
On the other hand, the army of dis- 
ciples—and, what is worse, the art- 
ists who pretend not to be disciples— 
are prone to be creatures of fashion, 
true to one shining light this season, 
to another the next. These are the 
fillers-in and embellishers of epochs, 
not the makers of epochs. If as time 
goes on we find less and less of the 
so-called ‘‘wild’’ art and more and 
more of a brand of art as yet name- 
less, we shall know that. the herd 
of followers has turned to a fresh 
caprice of fashion. But—and this is 
the really. significant element—we 
may also look for the authentic new 
masters who are responsible. 

Paris. reporis a tendency toward 
more ‘‘conservative’”’ ideals of the 
past. If this be true, or if it prove 
more than a transitional phase, then 
the. birth of a truly new art. move- 
ment in France can. hardly be 
thought of as at hand, since it is 
never backward but always forward 
that progress, disputed term, moves. 

Elsewhere the trend is otherwise 
phrased. From Berlin comes -word 
that ‘“‘sanity’’ is reviving. Professor 
Max Liebermann, venerable head of 
the Prussian Academy of Fine Arts, 
is thus quoted: 

‘‘We are leaving the diseases of 
the period immediately following the 
World War behind us. * * * Art must 
adapt itself to and be an expression 
of the spirit of the times. It was in- 
evitable that the general upheaval 
brought about by the war should 
manifest itself by aberrations in art. 
But now that more stable conditions 
prevail, we also find art becoming 
reasonable again.’’ 

The ‘‘unreasonableness’’ of the art 
impulse that flowered in the late 
chaos of nations is open to debate. 
Some say ‘‘Yes,”” some emphatically 
“*"No.’’ In other words, all is well. 
When wunhanimity of opinion reigns, 
then will it be time to doffthe smock 
and attic the palette. 

‘Much very bad art: we have undeni- 
ably seen. -—But much bad art ‘is 
seen in any art epoch. To judge an 
epoch by its manifest ‘‘aberrations’’ 
is therefore quite. unfair. Epochs

Born in Exile. 

When Alexander was born on . Dec. 
4, 1888, at Cettinje, capital. of Mon- 
tenegro, the rival. dynasty. of the 
Obrenovitches. was on the throne of 
Serbia. He was the second son that 
Princess Zorka, the third daughter 
of the then (afterward King) Prince 
Nicholas of Montehegro, had borne 
to Prince Peter Karagjorgjevich, her 
husband. For eleven years he shared 
his father‘s poverty-stricken exile at 
Geneva, Whence ‘he went to be edu- 
cated, ‘at ‘St. Petersbiirg. “About a 





year after his.father has succeeded 
to the throne of Serbia, as King 
Peter, following the brutal murder 
of King Alexander Obrenovitch and 
Queen Draga for which the Kara- 
gjorgjevich dynasty was in no wise 
responsible), little Prince Alexander 
joined the Czar’s Corps des Pages. 
It was five years before he went to 
live ‘permanently in Serbia. 


From the time he set foot in 
Serbia Prince Alexandeér’s real train- 
ing for kingship began.

the death of Alvaro Obregon. Yet 
probably. at no time has.a President 
‘enjoying anywhere near the power 
now.. held. by.

Still a further factor in the mainte- 
nance of equilibrium is the lack of out- 


scope. The civic and social and eco- 
nomic organizations of the country 
are in a moment, of disintegration, of 
lassitude, of realignment, so that no 
one group of interests is able to put 
forward a serious claim for power at 
the present juncture. And so Calles 
stands out, and so long as Calles can 
control the army he controls the im- 
mediate future.

Finally, there is the general trend,

Organization Now Needed. 


Examine the present-day civic 
agencies which correspond to various 
of these trends. Popular organiza- 
tion, until recent years, has been as 
lacking in Mexico as ice in the tropics. 
But such organizations are the cry- 
ing need of Mexico, to provide bal- 
last, something on which to base 
more orderly political control, espe- 
cially since Church, landholder and 
other ‘feudal instrumentalities have 
lost their grip. “The army has filled 
the gap for the moment, but owing 
to its feudal inheritances has never 
been addicted to loyalty. It has ever 
been ready to betray, to divide and 
subdivide in accordance with the 
petty ambitions of its chiefs. Shifting 
sand. 


While the more ambitious. have 
been moved down, and the army is 
more disciplined to national needs 
than ever before, it is still divided 
between the younger elements, large- 
ly controlled by Joaquin Amero, 
Secretary of War,-and the older dis- 
orderly elements which came up 
through the violent epoch from 1913- 
17. For the present it. gives entire 
loyalty to Calles, though the less 
ruly elements. were originally closer 
to Obregon. 

Consider the remaining civic agen- 
cies.

MONG the strange stories being 
dug out of the archives.of the 
Russia. ofthe .Czars by-.

Nothing shows the weakness: of an 
engine quicker than a long, high- 
speed flight, and many a plane 
which limped into Spokane last Fall 
proved that parts of even the most 
reliable motor in the race needed 
strengthening. These races bear the 
same relationship to the development 
of the airplane and the airplane mo- 
tor as track races did to the auto- 
mobile. 

Engines Vital in Races. 


Airplane races are not contests of 
pilots so much as they are tests of 
the endurance of the engine. It may 
be assumed that the pilots are sKilled 
‘men, and although some of» them 
may fall down in their navigation 
and get lost—as one well-known pilot 
did last year—nevertheless they are 
fairly well matched. It is the en- 
gine and the plane that win races, 
in the long run, and for*this reason 
there cross-continent. derbies -have 
now a much greater importance in 
aviation than had been -anticipated.

VE. got fifty thousand, who'll 
make it sixty? Willya? Willya? 
Willya?”’ (Stabbing with a fore- 
finger at one evening-clothed figure 
after. another). “Why ‘doncha?” 
(and then superciliously) ‘Well, 
fifty-five then? “Do I hear sixty? 
Thank you, the gentleman over there 
‘gays sixty! Now who'll give seventy? 
Willya?’’ (stabbing with the fore- 

‘finger again) ‘‘Willya? Willya?” 

In this fashion are dozens of Amer- 
ica’s millionaires barked at-as they 
watch the auctioning of horses at 
Saratoga. And they like it. To the 
sound of this staccato from a red- 
faced old fellow with white hair, a 
tilted straw hat and a poised gavel 
many leading society matrons spend 
perhaps a dozen evenings at the 
height of the Summer season, fore- 
going bridge, dancing, midnight 
bathing, music and other diversions. 
Hundreds of yearlings are sold at 
the auction, one by one, sometimes 
for.a few hundred dollars, but more 

‘probably for a figure greater than 
many an artisan will earn in a life- 
time. of labor. 

It goes on at the Fasig-Tipton sales 
paddock, where annually horseflesh 
to the value of several million dollars 
pesses under the hammer in a few 
weeks. It is considered a great bar- 
gain counter and at the same time a 





great gamble, for, decd ‘the knowl 
edge of men who have spént ‘a life- 
time in the training of horses, and 
the charts of experts in blood lines, 
yearlings ‘are constantly being sold 
for a song only to develop into great 
champions, and as many more of 
royal breeding go at top prices only 
to prove’ failures. - 

The action that takes place in..a 
few minutes in the auction ring is a 
sequel to years of experience with 
horses, hours of scrutiny and study 
of the animal under consideration 
and a careful analysis of its pedi- 
gree. For days before the sales the 
adjacent stables are filled. with the 
yearlings to be sold. Here flock the 
millionaire owners with their train- 
ers, and the occasional less well-to-do 
owner who must needs train his own 
horses to save expense. Mingling 
in the throng, too, are the stable 
boys or hostlers, with no hope ever 
of buying, but with a love. of fine 
horses which draws them as a mag- 
net draws iron filings. 


The Auction Ring. 

The sales paddock is merely a roof 
on posts, open on all sides, but with 
wide spreading eaves. At one end 
is the auctioneer’s stand and im- 
mediately before it the small roped 
square, not unlike a prize ring, 
except for the tan: bark onthe floor. 
Here the yearlings are.led, fright- 


whinnying pear while an attendant 
holds them. . 


j, Surrounding the: ring on three'sides 


are..perhaps twenty rows. of seats 
which have held as much wealth at 
one time as the Golden Horseshoe at 
the” Metropolitan - Opera. Overhead 
gleam several powerful arc lights at- 
tracting myriad insécts. ‘The ‘seats 
are plastered with paper stickers 
printed with the word ‘Reserv: 
Scrawled rudely on the margin ot 
these are the names of men who are 
well-known in the social and busi- 
ness world. 


A Spanish cheat flashes its bril- 
liant. colors in startling contrast. to 
the horsy surroundings. More white 
shirts and black evening suits, more 
Spanish shawis, a few opera cloaks, 
many silver slippers, jewels, bare 
arms and ‘pretty women. The horse 
trainers fill in the picture, looking 
very uncomfortable in their Sunday 
best... They -are -out- with the boss to 
sit alongside of him to tell him when 
to bid and when to say nothing. 

At:last all is ready and the red- 
faced auctioneer with the white hair 
takes his place with his gavel, gives 
the block a whack, grins cheerfully 
and informally..at millionaire and 
hostler alike, calls for the first year- 
ling and bawlis his first ‘‘Willya?’”’

Until 
the prices get up into the tens of 
thousands there may be enough bid- 
ders to keep every one in confusion 
except the auctioneer, who shouts 
his figure and then barks his 
‘“‘Willya?’’ first to this quarter, now 
to that.

_Alive.i in Brazil Traditions ofa ‘Homeland She": 
Has Never Seen—A Visit to Hef Home . ng 


By JOSEPHINE CROWDER. 
‘the small town’ of Villa Ameri- 
a woman without a country, “a 
woman whose ‘heart ‘is ‘in ‘the 
United States, ‘which’ she has*never 
seen ‘and “who lives in’ a land that 
has never become wholly ‘her own, 
although ‘she has seen no other. She 
is one of a-group of alienated Ameér- 
icans, descendants’ of loyal citizens 
of the Confederacy, who, discouraged 
at the loss 6f their ‘slaves’ at’ the 
close of the’ Civil War, fled to South 
America with what remained of their 
wealth. 

Some of. these estranged Americans 
drifted the way of the country .and 
became. Brazilians. in thought and 
spirit, as well as in citizenship. But 
not this -woman, and .not her .chil- 
dren,. She is typical of a number of 
families..who, through four genera- 
tions in a foreign land, have retained 
their American..customs as: well as 
the--soft accent of their Southern 
speech. So closely have they clung 
to these customs that this tiny Old 
World village in Brazil where many 
of them live changed its name recent- 
ly from Santa Barbara to Villa 
Americana. 

Few American tourists ever visit 
Villa Americana. Few ever hear of 
the place. Most Brazilians them- 
selves are only vaguely aware of! 
its existence. It lies a three-hour | 
rail trip from Sao.Paulo, past cof- 





fee plantations wheré, laborers are 
stripping the coffee trees of their | 
red berries; past banana planta-| 
tions whére huge. clusters of green ; 
fruit hang from graceful,trees with | 
broad, drooping leaves; past Hillside 
groves where oranges and lemons 
make a splotch.of gay color in the 
landscape and where an occasional 
royal palm is caught in silhouette 
against the sky; past old fazendas, 
their buildings breathing the charm 
of old Spain, and, as one. draws 
nearer Villa Americana, past an oc- 
casional field of cotton. 


Difficulties With Portuguese. 


Finding the Americans in Villa 
Americana is not always an easy 
task, especially if one does not speak 
Portuguese. ‘‘Onde habitat Ameri- 
canas?’’ we timidly inquired of a 
butcher. He graciously bowed us 
into his shop and offered us bologna. 
At the Municipal Bar they seemed 
more used to the American brand of 
Portuguese and replied in a stream 
of language in which one word 
sounded faintly familiary..<‘Jahnses, 
Jahnses.” As this was always) ae 
companied by a sweeping gesture to- 
ward the street that led up the hill, 
we said, “Thank you;’’ *‘Obligado,’’ 
‘“‘Merci’’ and ‘‘Danke Schoen” and 
backed out. 

Paved roads are an unheard of 
luxury in Villa Americana, and 
when it rains, as it happened to be 
doing just then, the streets are 
sticky clay. We came to the end of 
the narrow. sidewalk, and still our 
inquiries. brought forth that sweep- 
ing. gesture and ‘“‘Jahnses.’’ So we 
waded on until we came to the very 
last house. This house, unlike the 
rest, was not close to the street, but 
set back in a lawn and a rose gar- 
den. Its cream plaster walls and 
large shuttered windows were. typi- 
cally Brazilian, but lawn and garden, 
and espécially ‘the broad veranda 
that flanked three sides of the house. 
looked strangely American. 

Our knock brought a sweet-faced 
womaa to the door. ‘‘Do Americans 





live here?’ we asked. ‘‘Yes,’’ she 


answered in “English | untainted. by 
the slightest’foreign accent: °*‘Are 
you Americans?*’ 

The living: rodm ‘was’ ‘a ‘combina- 
tion: of American» and: Brazilian. Its 
high ceiling, its plastered walls and 
the large paneless windows with 
only, shutters to, keep: out. the light 
and air were typical of ‘this. tropical 
country, .as.was the. wicker. furni- 
ture. But the ancestral portraits in 
their oval frames, hanging on the 
wall, were. such as. grace. the walls 
of ‘many homes in’ the United 
States. On the table was a copy of 
a Philadelphia magazine. 

The two boys who came into the

journey was still before them. They 
went a short distance by frail, “but 
the rest of the trip, many miles, had 
to be made on foot through a wilder- 
ness. There were no railroads, no 
orderly coffee plantations in those 
days. Unlike some of the rest, Colo- 
nel Norris had money; with it he 
bought’ a farm, Then he sent for 
his family.: It was two years before 
they could reach him. With them 
they brought ‘one of their former 
slaves, a negro woman who would 
not be left behind.’

Though Mrs. Norris, a woman of 
gentle breeding, must have been 
homesick for the graciousness and 
the ease of living of the’ Alabama 
that she had left behind,’ ‘she never 
complained: Her ancestors had been 
pioneers...

Mrs. Jones told us her story and 
that.of the Americans who had fled 
hithér.from their own land» over 
sixty years ago. She did not.say,;in 
so many words, that she was.a wo- 


‘man without a country, but we read 


it between the lines...“‘My. children 
have always spoken’ English at 
home,’’ she said, proudly. ‘“‘I will 
not allow them to talk to mein any 
other language. I do not want them 
to forget that they are Americans.” 

Colonel W. H. Norris, member of 
a proud old family of Alabama, was 
the first American in this settlement.

_ Called In.to Render Aid to. the Injured.and Bring * 
; Order Out of Chaos—The System at Work 


By THEODORE, SWEEDY, - 
FEW minutes past 5 o’clock 
on the afternoon of Aug. 24a 
subyay train was ‘wrecked 
near the Times Square sta- 
‘tion, In a ‘moment twelve: had been 
killed’ and a hundred’ or ‘more \in- 
‘jured. ‘The subway was in darknes's; 
men and women were terror-stricken, 
There weére’cries and groans from the 
wounded. ‘It was a chaotic, distress- 
‘ing scene} yet ‘within three minutes 
the first group of injured were 6n 
their way, to hospitals; Within an 
hour every. one of. the 1,800 passen- 
gers on the wrecked train had been 
removed from) underground, the in- 
jured, were being taken.care of and 
the. dead were being identified. 

City . officials. and. police officers 
are..proud. of the way.the ‘‘organiza- 
tion”. worked succoring the victims 
of this disaster. How well .the_or- 
ganization functioned can be seen in 
the manifold problems that arose 
and were quickly met. Paramount 
in any accident is the necessity of 
caring for the injured; giving 
prompt attention to those who need 
it; treating those seriously injured 
and conveying them to hospitals; 
and treating immediately the minor 
injuries. ‘These are the important 
things, but there are other problems, 
among them the control of the 
crowds who invariably flock to the 
scene. 

At each hospital, at the morgue 
and at the police stations people 
gather; excited and fearful. that 
some ‘relative or friend has been 
hurt.> ‘The police must hold them in 
check.« As fast as possible identifi- 
cation must be made and supplied 
to the newspapers and made avail- 
able at Police Headquarters in order 
that those calling may know what 
fate has overtaken their missing 
ones. Uninterrupted. teléphone ser- 
vice must be instituted, quick trans- 
portation for officials and police 
must be arranged and immediately 
an investigation of the cause or 
causes of the accident instituted 
Simple as these vroblems may be in 
minor accidents, in the major ones 
they assume proportions of magni- 
tude. 

2 How the System Works. 

Few citizens know how such acci- 
dents are handled or the obstacles 
that are overcome. Yet in simplicity 
lies the success of the system that 
on a few minutes’ notice can send 
hundreds of trained men to any point 
of the city. This system in actual 
working consists, mainly, in ‘verbal 
reports of the policeman~on patrol. 
Accidents, fires, riots or ‘illnesses 
that come to his attention ‘he’ ‘tele- 
phones to his headquarters. From 
the simple report that ‘reathes “the 
main headquarters, ‘spreads «the 
necessary alarm over a network’ of 
wires that touches. every: strategic 
point. throughout the ;city;. every 
policeman on duty can be reached, 
as well as all hospitals, fire stations 
and electrical and gas companies. 

If a robbery oceurs every. police- 
man within: many blocks is aware 
of it; if a fire, the city is auto- 
matically covered, .no matter how 
much apparatus goes out. In acci- 
dents where the injured are likely to 
be many, ambulances are on hand 
immediately and the hospitals are 
prepared: A- city: the sizeof New’ 
‘York affords the authorities many 
problems each day. Every event 
that involves its citizens comes to 
the attention of those in whose 
hands the safety of the city rests. 

With the exception of the recent 
subway accident and the Malbone 
Street Tunnel crash, few accidents 
have shown how great a necessity 
exists in New York for an efficient 
body of public ‘servants. 

To show clearly how the emergency 
forces in New York work, no better 
example is available than that 
demonstrated last week. A few hun- 
dred’ feet south of the Times Square 
subway station the accident oc- 
eurred.. No noticeable. sound was 
heard above ground. Yet the train 
had hardly come to rest after its 
ninth car had crashed when -the 
report was being received at the 
nearest. police station from the 
patrolman stationed at  Fortieth 
Street. 

Three minutes later Lieutenant 
John F. O’Grady was on the scene 
with the first emergency squad. He 
met two policemen already out with 
their second load of injured. Placing 
one man in charge of the work 
underground, he sent an alarm for 
all reserves and every ‘available 
ambulance. Commandeering taxis 
and private automobiles, he had the 
victims on” the way to hospitals 
before the first ambulances arrived. 

Within fifteen minutes police lines 
had been’ established ‘from ‘Thirty- 
fifth Street ‘to Forty-second’ and Sev- 
enth Avenue was cleared for action.

At the hospitals and police stations 
all during the night the work~ of 
identifying and locating the dead 
and injured went on with a mini- 
mum of excitement. By morning 
only one of the dead remained un- 
identified, and but’ a few of the ‘in- 
jured. Had the accident been Jess 
efficiently handled, or had control’ of 
the forces once ‘been lost,’ what 
might have happened ‘can only be 
imagined. 

Being the most recent: and severe, 
the underground accident last week 
naturally looms ‘largest and most 
important among those ‘problems 
that face the city’s ‘workers. Yet 
daily ‘reading - of . the’ newspapers 
shows the many other types of. prob- 
lems that ‘are ‘presented. ©. Whether 
it be a mad dog loose’ onthe streets; 
a lost’ child; a’ fire, ‘collapse of a 
building or a subway accident, the 
system that has been built through 
Many years of experience works ef- 
ficiently. 

In the past year accidents have in- 
creased, but ‘preventive . methods 
have improved.,, Examples. of how

An_inquisitve boy of 9 
falls into, a sewer and is returned 
to his mother little the worse for the 
experience, though th: men who 
pulled him ‘out may have exerted 
energy almost to the breaking point. 
Equally ready for emergencies are 
the same forces that care for New 
York Harbor. A shipwreck, a man 
lost overboard or a fire in the hold 
of a ship. brings proper and adequate 
aid at short. notice.

It is as likely as 
not to get a foothold in some com- 
pletely civilized part of the suburbs, 
along paths where it is pleasant to 
stroll or loll on Sunday afternoons, 
or beside tennis courts, where it 
provides a pitfall for the player 
looking for: a lost ball.

The poison, which ..produces an 
itching that one of the encyclopedias 
has—in too mild terms, as a victim 
will. testify—called ‘‘intolerable,’’ is 
contained in the plant’s sap. Its 
harsh attack is described by scien- 
tists as a weapon of defence,.a touch- 
me-not. to: keep enemies. at. a re- 
spectful distance, .but:.it spreads 
devastation on the just: and unjust 
alike. Many persons, it is said, have 
only to’come near it.to be affected, 
while the vast majority become in- 
fected by a touch. A few, for some 
unknown reason, are immune, and 
may handle both leaves and branches 
without a trace of discomfort.

New Bridges. 

Two new bridges on main South 
Jersey roads are expected to be 
opened to traffic by Labor Day. They 
are the Longport-Ocean City span, 
over the Great Egg Harbor Bay, and 
the Bridgeboro Bridge over Rancocas 
Creek on the Burlington-Camden 
highway, Route 25. 

The Longport-Ocean City bridge 
cuts five miles from motor travel be- 
tween Atlantic City and Ocean City. 
It will be operated by a private con- 
cern as @ toll bridge. The toll will be 
25 cents a car. 

The Bridgeboro span replaces the 
oldest covered bridge in New Jersey 
and the last one in the southern part 
of the State. It was to have been 
opened July 1, but engineers en- 
countered quicksand. As a part of the 
improvement the State Highway De- 
partment has relocated approach 
roads to eliminate a curve. At pres- 
ent motorists are forced to detour 
along river road through Riverside 
and Beverly, a distance of several 
mites. 

Construction of the new. Lincoln 
Highway Bridge across the Delaware 
River between Trenton and Morris- 
ville, Pa., is progressing rapidly and 
it is anticipated that the ‘span will be 
opened in September. It will have a 
42-foot roadway. The new structure, 
which replaces an old, inadequate 
bridge, will cost $650,000... The out- 
lay. is shared by New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania.

“Golden Bridge’’ Free 


Tolls on the bridge over the Sus- 
quehanna River at Havre de Grace, 
Md., will be discontinued about Sept. 
15, according to word from the Bal- 
timore Association of Commerce. 
The bridge was built by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad in 1866 and turned 
over to a company of private individ- 
uals in 1910 after Cecil and Harford 
Counties had declined to accept it as 
a gift. The private. company oper- 
ated it as a toll bridge and is re- 
ported to havé made a profit of 
$1,000,000 ‘by 1923, when the State 
purchased it for $585,000. This gave 
it the name of the ‘‘Golden Bridge.”’ 
The State spent $400,000 double- 
decking the bridge two years ago, 
and now John N. Mackall, Maryland 
State Roads Commissioner, reports 
that the structure has about paid for 
its total cost to the State.

NLY those who follow the not- 
always-open, but usually pass-

When; however, one seldom. gets 
out of sight of filling stations, lodg- 
ing houses, lunch stands and home- 
Made souvenir shops im a trip of 
2,000 miles, he begins to realize that 
this.is a. roving. world... These places 
are established for the benefit of 
long-distance travelers,

Private homes announcing that 
they accommodate tourists overnight 
are strung all along the way from 
New York to Montreal: They are 
plentiful between Montreal and Que- 
bec and.continue on to Riviére du 
Loup. They are not scarce even in 
the less populous regions of New 
Brunswick, and in Maine they be- 
come thick again. All down the New 
England Coast one may. stop. for the 
night wherever he may happen to 
halt for an argument with his en- 
gine or his wife.

All this means, among other things, 
that, above a certain minimum, the 
cost of touring may be whatever one 
chooses to make it. Accommodation 
in wayside places is cheaper than in 
city hotels. That’s:one of their prin- 
cipal appeals to the passing motor- 
ist. And in addition to the homes 
inviting the traveler to come in, 
there are numerous camp and cabin 
sites where prices are lower still.

In all this, of course, one gets more 
or less what he pays for. A bed is 
not always something to sleep in. 
Many of them seem to have been de- 
vised for those who would rather toss 
and roll. Maybe some of the lodging- 
house keepers want to be sure that 
their guests get an early morning 
start. 


There are many others, however, 
who provide real sleeping accommo- 
dations, clean and comfortable, con- 
venient and restful in arrangement, 
with something of hotel seclusion— 
not too much like home.

The problem is to pick the right 
place. Once the normally thin- 
skinned person has stopped to make 
inquiries, he hates to tell the hostess 
proffering inexpensive hospitality 
that he never did care for concave 
beds. The chances are he’ll stay 
and spend the night in the valley of 
discomfort. 

Usually, the choice is made in ad- 
vance. Somebody in the party says, 
“That looks like a good place”; a 
stop is made and there the “party 
rests or repents for the night. 

The difficulty is to be sure that a 
place; that looks: good is good-and 
what can one be sure of in life? 
Still there are signs. The signs)them- 
selves, for’one thing. A neat an- 
nouncement. infront, of a hotise to 
the effect that tourists will be ac- 
commodated is, encouraging: If it’s 
too small to be read easily, you are 
likely ;to pass it by; ‘but on the other 
hand if its enormous letters slap you 
in the face a@ quarter of a mile away, 
you are likely to find,more agreeable 
accommodations further on. .People 
willing to live behind such a sign are 
probably lacking in taste, to say the 
least.

BUS RIDE

N American motor bus is act- 
ing as a.kind of Toonerville 
trolley ta the mountain vil- 
lages in Spain which lie be- 

tween Seville and Ronda. It follows 
roads similar to those used by Wash- 
ington Irving a hundred years ago on 
his famous trip to the Alhambra. 

The arrival of the bus is the event 
of the day in those hamlets, for they 
lié- miles from the railroad. The 
waiting passengers are men in tall, 
round-brimmed Andalusian felt hats, 
who ride ten or twelve miles to the 
next town. The chauffeur knows 
everybody. He leans out of his cab 
to grin and shout before he stops his 
car, and he is still exchanging gos- 
sip when he starts off again. After 
that, he discusses the weather with 
occupants of the rearmost seats. 

“Bad. Very bad,’’ he insists, glanc- 
ing backward with utter disregard 
for his driving. ‘‘So much rain. And 
the mud!’’ 

The car sloshes through a slippery 
stretch. On the dashboard is the 
warning, ‘‘Caution: Do. not exceed 
twenty miles an hour.'’’ This admoni- 
tion is espied by the three Americans 
aboard, but it means nothing to the 
driver, who can’t read a syllable of 
English and who doesn’t know what 
a mile is, anyhow. He reckons in 
kilometers. 

Beside the driver sits a traveling 
salesman from Seville, who does his 
best to explain points of interest to 
the Americans. He knows something 
about each village’on the route. 

“In a quarter of an hour we shall 
stop at Algodonales,’’ he announces, 
as though Algodonales were a me- 
tropolis. “It proves to be a moun- 





tain town with one long, uphill street 


and two or three short ones. Most 
of the women and children and all 
the dogs are out on Main Street to 
see the bus pull up at the tiny inn. 

‘“‘We descend here for refresh- 
ments,’’ says the salesman. 

He, the three Americans, and the 
driver are ushered into a room ad- 
joining the bar. Its furnishings bear 
no resemblance to a tea house on the 
Boston Post Road.

ON A LITTLE JAPANESE RIVER 





People of’ Kyoto’ Leave Their Hot City for 
the Delightful Tea Houses Along the Kamo 


Kyoto, Japan. 
N warm Summer evenings’ the 
people of Kyoto ‘are fond of 
spending the evening at tea- 
houses set up in the broad bed of 
the River Kamo. 

Seen from the ‘modern stone span 
of the Shijo Bridge, in the’ centre 
of the ancient city, the spectacle is 
colorful and unique. 

The Kamo River is shallow at this 
time of year, and various sandy 
shoals and. beaches have been util- 
ized for the erection of frail little 
bamboo tea-houses, decorated with 
rows of swinging lanterns. They are 
connected .with the shore by tempo- 
rary bridges of rope and bamboo. 
Hundreds. of lantern-lit. pleasure 
boats dart about in the dark, swift 
current like a swarm of animated 
fireflies, 

The brilliantly ifMuminated two- 
storied tea-houses which line the 
river banks are a riot of color and 
movement. They are decorated with 
festoons. of pale-colored Gifu lan- 
terns, myriads of rulti-colored. elec- 
tric lights, bunting and branches of 
artificial flowers. 

The paper sliding windows of the 
tea houses have been removed, teav- 
ing the brilliantly lighted..interiors 
and overhanging, lantern-lit. . bal- 
conies open to view. 


The Scene of the River. 


For miles up the river the little 
Summer houses In mid-stream throw 
brilliant patches of light on the dark 
stream, their festoons of multi- 
colored lanterns swinging gently in 
the breeze and wind bells tinkling 
musically. Against the velvety black 
background of wooded hillsides it is 
an enchanting setting for the gay 
throngs that come to enjoy the cool 
breezes and refresh themselves with 
pots of green tea drunk from tiny 
china. howls, hot sake (rice wine), ice 
cold biru and sweet cakes. 


From. the open windows of the tea 
houses: along the bank sounds the 
music of, the samisen (fiddle), drum 
and koto (flat stringed instrument), 
the. singing of geisha girls and the 
gay laughter of the diners: Now and 
then the silken-clad figure of @ 
geisha ‘may be seen, posing and pos- 
turing in the dance her graceful 
figure silhouetted for a fleeting 
moment against a brilliantly lighted 
window. 


Bands of itinerant singing «and 
dancing girls wend their way along 
the river banks,.reaping..a. rich har- 
vest from the patrons; of; the: tea 
houses. 

The guests: sit on thé overhanging 
balconies, clad in light cotton Sum- 
fanning themselves 
industriously with paper fans and 
watching the gay spectacle in the 
atream below. 

Strolling fortune-tellers ply their |/ 
trade, selling ‘tsujiura,"’ verses from

Hollowed out: pumpkins with paper 
sails and small lighted candles are 
set adrift in the swift current, 
watched anxiously to see if they will 
eapsize in the rapids or. will float.

On the hot nights of midsummer, 
geisha dances, movies and theatres 
are deserted by the Kyoto peonle, 
who turn out en masse to enjoy the 
cool. breezes ‘in .the bed.of the Kamo 
River. Some stay nights at inng on 
the river-banks, take scalding hot 
baths, dine in the open, and: thus 
escape. the sweltering heat of the 
city, which is set in a cup-like valley 
surrounded by wooded hills. 

In Tokio, however, the people are 
not content to take their pleasures 
so simply; they require movies, cab- 
arets and hectic jazz; but in Kyoto, 
the ancient’ city, the old customs and 
costumes. still: linger. In Kyoto’s 
quaint streets ancient dances, festi- 
vals and pageants still go on, and 
life may. be seen here as it was lived 
in the feudal days. of the Shoguns 
and the brave two-sworded Samurai.

In 1863 the Madras Government 
placed an order in England for “a 
steam plow, steam harrows and 
cultivators, seed drills, horse hoes, 
threshing machines and winnowers, 
chaff,cutters.and water lifts,’’» The 
Indian Agricultural Department was 
established by Lord Curzon in 1908. 

Some idea of the rural condition of 
India may be gained from the fact 
that of the~ 500,000 villages’ in ‘the 
country most are still wntotished by 
railways and are cut off from one 
another by ‘impassable paths during 
the rains.

Comparison of Convention and Acceptance 
Speech Broadcasts of 1924 and 1928 Shows 
How Radio Has Advanced 


UCCESSFUL broadcasts of the 
Republican and Democratic Con- 
ventions and the acceptance 

speeches of both candidates over rec- 
ord networks have left a question in 
the minds of many listexers. 

‘‘What,”’ they ask ‘“‘is the differ- 
ence between the broadcasting in 
1924. and in 1928?’ 

Broadcasters who put both the Re- 
publican and Democratic Conventions 
of 1924 and 1928 on the air, when 
asked this question, replied that 
though the differences might seem to 
be many, they’ were relatively few, 
and that the only outstanding de- 
velopmenis in radio, from the broad- 
casting point of view, are the growth 
of chains and the perfection of the 
mixing panel, which do for radio 
what the fade-out accomplished for 
the motion pictures. 


The recent political broadcasts, with 
more than one hundred broadcasters 
linked into a smooth-running system 
reaching every nook and corner of 
the. nation and foreign lands, gave 
radio an ideal opportunity to demon- 
strate its ability in reaching all parts 
of the continent and millions of -peo- 
plé ‘simultaneously. Mr. Hoover's ac- 
ceptance address was radiated: by 107 
transmitters and Governor.’ Smith’s 
acceptance reached’ the multitudes 
through a record-breaking hook-up 
of 112 stations. -Radio proved its 
worth, won new. popularity .and per- 
formed a public service that made 
it clear why the homes of America 
ghould be equipped with receiving 
acts. . 

When the national conventions of 
1924: were put on the air, broadcast- 
ing chains, such’as..those repre- 
gented by the National Broadcasting 
Company and. the. Columbia Broad- 
casting System were unknown. Two 
high-powered stations in New York 
handled the programs. These were 
WJZ and WEAF, the former owned 
by the Radio Corporation of .Amer- 
ica’ and the latter’ by the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany. WJZ headed what was then 
the closest approach to the present 
day chain. It had a wire linkage be- 
tween WRC, in Washington, D. C., 
and WGY, at Schenectady. 

Types of Service Differed. 

The organization ‘of WEAF. and 
WIZ differed vastly. WJZ was 
known as a public service transmit- 
ter. It had no interest in commer- 
cial programs as such. WEAF, on 
the other hand was. organized for 
revenue, The contention of the own- 
ing y was that as:people paid 
for the-privilege of ‘talking over toll 
lines ‘advertisers: should pay for ‘the 
privilege of talking over the air to 
the people. While WJZ. was radiat- 
ing free entertainment, WEAF was 
€ngaged in signing up paid time. As 
@ fair return was essential to the 
growth and prosperity of a radio 
chain, independent management be- 
eame.an essential factor in network 
development. WJZ, though it was 
linked’ with WRC and WGY, was 
primarily on the air to interest the 
public in/radis. ‘The first two sta- 

‘were owned by the Radio Cor- 
tion of America, while the second

fected the link-up between Washing- 
ton and New York, while the second 
carried the circuit to Schenectady. 


WEAEF’s 1924 Network, 


It may be pointed out that while 
WEAF had a network of eighteen 
stations in 1924 for the convention 
broadcasts it was not, properly 
speaking, a chain as the word is un- 
derstood today. The stations com- 
prising it were all independent trans- 
mitters and the hook-up was ar- 
ranged through the two national 
committees and the telephone com- 
pany. The two committees paid the 
costs for distributing the program 
from the respective pick-up poinis. 


The technique of broadcasting had 
been. quite highly developed by this 
time, however, and radio engineers 
were conversant with the problems 
that chain broadcasting presented. 
Although they ‘had been forced to 
work more or less independently in 
solving them and the cooperation 
that existed: between the various ele- 
ments. in the broadcasting field left 
much to be desired, the’ major prob- 
lems had been solved and the ground 
work laid for. extensive country-wide 
hook-ups. . In 1926 the National 
Broadcasting Company came into be- 
ing and chain broadcasting as such 
made its first appearance. 


Time schedules, programs, hours 
on the air, network personnel and 
presentation are all taken care of by 
the company: by direct: contact be- 
tween its main office and the various 
elements in the chain. The,client in 
buying time may ask _ for .certain 
transmitters to carry. his program, 
but he has. no direct contact with 
these stations. He outlines his plans 
and desires to the broadcasting com- 
pany. In ‘due course of time the 
contract is sent to him for his sig- 
nature. Four years ago, the same 
time buyer would have been com- 
pelled to. make direct contact ' with 
each individual station. as: well as 
with the. telephone company; and ar- 
ranging a nation-wide hook-up-would 
have been a matter of many months 
instead of.'a few days, or, in. Some 
exceptional cases, a few hours. 


Influence of the Mixing Panel. 

The second outstanding. develop- 
ment in broadcasting since’ 1924’ is 
the.advent and perfection of the mix- 
ing panel,’ Listeners who :-remeniber 
the 1924: conventions .will recell ‘the 
sudden click as the program: was 
switched from point to point. “Fre- 
quently there were short’ lapses as 
one microphone was cut out and an- 
other was. cut in... The. result..was 
that programs originating from two 
or more pick-up points were often so 
spasmodic and jerky as to disconcert 
and annoy the listener. 


The perfection of the mixing panél, 
accommodating from ... two>\'\to. “ten 
microphones, ended all.this, From’ a 
series of loosely connected episodes | - 
the program became a smooth whole, 
and today one can as imagine 
an air feature without the atmosphere 
lent by the mixing panel as 6fé “tan 
a musical comedy without incidental 
music or an orchestra, The elements 
of the program are the samie a6 they 
were, but their method of introduc 
tion has been shaded. and blended 
into a unit.

**This limits clear television trans- 
mission to close-ups of individuals 
and correspondingly limits the char- 
acter of subjects. which may be 
broadeast..It excludes the televising 
of large outdoor scenes, such as 
Sporting events and crowds. Second, 
the television transmitter is a bulky 

¥device which must be permanently 
installed, restricting television to stu- 

@io subjects. 

Noises Filtered Out. 


“Although we are today broadcast- 
ing pictures and receiving them in 
homes, the sponsors of picture broad- 


casting realize that only by constant 


Tesearch and development will the 
art grow to its true vajue. It has 
been found possible to filter the pic- 
_ ture signal so that the tonal program 
need net be interrupted while broad- 
casting pictures. The announcer is 
thereby enabled to continue speak- 
ing during a picture transmission and 
the loud-speaker of the listener wil) 
bring to him the announcer’s voice 
while the picture recorder is making 
a picture. 


“Another development along trans-, 
mitting lines, which will greatly im- 
prove radio pictures in the perfec- 
tion. of positive cameras. These 
make a positive picture without re- 
quiring the development of a nega- 
tive so that a picture may be put 
on the air with a picture broadcast- 
ing device within a few seconds after 
an event takes place. 


*In the field of reception, a -devel- 
opment of the greatest possible in- 
terest.is that of direct printing. A 
paper, sensitive to corona, exposed 
without any other chemical, processes 
as a final photograph, has already 
been demonstrated in the laboratory 
and it is only a question of. increas- 
ing its speed before it is commercial- 
ly available. -At the present time it 
is necessary to remove. the. sensitive 
paper from the receiving drum and 
dip it.in a solution before the pic- 
ture becomes. visible, a process. re- 
quiring fifteen..to . thirty seconds. 
With the: development. of direct 
printing paper,. pictures may then 
feed out of. the recorder just as the 
stock ticker . produces quotations 
ready to read. 

Public Service Involved. 

‘It is no._more proper to regulate 
picture broadcasting on the broad- 
cast ‘band on the ground that only 
a limited number of listeners is 
served than it is to regulate farm 
programs which are of interest only 
to farmers, or lectures of interest 
only to special groups; or musical 
programs appealing only to limited 
tastes. Picture broadcasting is a 
service like any other kind of broad- 
casting service and there is no 
ground upon which special limita- 
tions, discriminating against the ex- 
perimental pioneer who, after all, 
made it all possible by introducing 
broadcasting to the general public 
several years ago, may be properly 
formulated,’’ according to the re- 
port. 

‘The only avenue to attack is the 
fact that a picture signal, radiated 
in areas where there are few pic- 
ture receiving devices, is nota ser- 
vice in the public interest. None 
regards public service more zealously 
than the broadcasting stations and 
the character of the schedules adopt- 
ed by the existing picture broadcast- 
ers is adequate proof that picture 
signals are not, and will never be, 
radiated continuously or in a manner 
which will become annoying to the 
audience in general. The regulation, 
limiting service to a certain type of 
listener, to certain hours, establishes 
a dangerous precedent which is far 
in excess of the intended jurisdiction 





of the Federal Radio Commission.

Definition of an “All-Electric” Set—How to Protect 
Loud-Speakers From Excess Current—Good 
Ground Contact Is Essential

UESTION—Will you be kind 
Q enough to advise relative to the 

definition. of the name ‘‘All- 
Electric’? Does this mean that on 
the purchase of a radio bearing this 
trade name the set can be used 
on alternating and direct current as 
the case may be, or is there a distinc- 
tion between the two? (2) Are there 
radio. sets on the market which can 
be used on the house current lines 
irrespective of what current may be 
supplied; in other words, to be more 
clear, a combination set usable on 
either?+F..I. W. ANSWER—The 
term all-electric means nothing more 
than a set which takes its entire 
power from a house-lighting .circuit. 
Sets so designated are further subdi- 
vided into direct current and alter- 
nating current receivers. Qne must 
know whether the house electricity is 
D. C. or A, GC. before buying the set. 
(2) No; the A. C..set can be adapted 
to D. C. lines only with the addition 
of a somewhat costly motor-gener- 
ator set of 75 to 100 watts power: 
Likewise, the D. C. set can be adapt- 
ed to A. C. lines through the em- 
ployment of ‘rectifiers and filters; 
often called power packs. 


QUESTION—I have a six-tube 
Atwater Kent set, a.cone speaker 
and “B” ‘éliminator, The speaker 
‘was burned out and I had it repaired. 
Is there not some @eyice.to use in 
the speaker cord prevent this hap- 
pening again?—H, L. J. ANSWER— 
Output transformers, of one-to-one 
ratio in windings, are designed for 
this purpose, Also. a..condenser- 
choke coil combination .will accom- 
plish the same result—that of keep- 
ing the direct current from the elimi- 


greater the wave length of the sta- 
tion the worse is reception, Batteries 
and tubes are in good condition. It 
makes no difference whether I 
ground the set or not. Please sug- 
gest where to find the trouble.—J. F. 
B. ANSWER—Add another twenty- 
five or thirty feet to the antenna as 
a trial and install a new ground wire 
to a cold-water pipe. If reception is 
not improved, take the set to the 
home of a friend and. try. it.on his 
antenna. If the results are the same 
it indicates trouble in the set;, if not, 
try an entirely new antenna pointing, 
if possible, in a; different direction 
from the old one. Lack of a good 
ground may be the reason the set 
will not tune in the high-wave sta- 
tions strongly.

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ELECTRICAL SETS PREDOMINATE a 
AT CANADIAN RADIO. EXHIBIT 





largest annual radio show in 

the Dominion opened on Aug. 24 

in ‘Toronto in conjunction. with 

the. Canadian national. exhibition. 

The manufacturers, both Canadian 

and American, were practically all 

represented; showing the latest in 
radio. receivers, 

Electrical receivers predominated. 
Battery-less' sets are being made 
more than battery-operated sets in 
Canada, the demand for: battery-less 
sets. being far greater than for bat- 
tery-operated sets. 

The mode in exterior decoration of 
radio sets is also undergoing a de- 


cided change; according to models |. 


seen at the show. Where a few 
years ago wooden cabinets were the 
rage, they are fast being replaced 
by lacquered and paint-baked jobs in 
all the colors of the rainbow. Large 
console models are still to be had, 
especially in phonograph combina- 
tions; but the metal cabinet is the 
vogue. At the show were seen com- 
binations in light and dark silver, 
green and gold, flowered, Japanese 
design in black and gold, dark bronze 
and gold, red, and other effects. 
Stands of metal having the receiver 
on top and the loud-speaker below, 
with a unified paint job, made their 
début in Canada. The tops come off 
these sets like a can, they are not 
hinged and the insides disclosed 
further improvements, 


More rugged construction of the 
chassis and the power units is the 
striking result of the year’s experi- 
mentation. Very little is visiblé in 
the receivers shown at this year’s 
show, the tubes being about the only 
thing, and in some the condensers 
are also visible. Canned radio sets 
are today the only type on the mar- 
ket. They vary from six to eight 
tube circuits, while some manufac- 
turers include the rectifier tubes 
with their tube rating. 

Most of the receivers shown were 
built in Canada—at the factories 
operated by large American firms jn 
Canada. An absence of things Eng- 
lish was very noticeable. Some spe- 
cial cabinets were imported, as were 
some of the receivers. Parts were 
not shown as extensively as in for- 
mer years, the underlying idea being 
to show the public the complete set 
with speaker in as attractive a man- 
ner as possible. 

Dynemic speakers were featured by 
@ number of firms, as ‘were power 
sets in conjunction with dynamic 
speakers for people who prefer to 
dance by radio.. Exterior appearance 
of speakers on the whole showed an 
improvement in attractiveness, while 
large speakers were seldom seen, The 
smal) drum-like cones and dynamics 
were in the majority, with here and 
there some square and fancy type of 
casing.

SAW MILL VALLEY’S 
BIG SEWER PROJECT 


Work Expected to Start Next 
Year.and. System Will Drain 
Thirty Square Miles. 


Announcement has been made by 
the Westchester County Sanitary 
Commission ‘that although construc- 
tion’ work on the Saw Mill River 
Valley trunk line sewer will not start 
until next year the engineers are 
checking up on all of the surveys. so 
that they may be ready to go ahead 
as soon as definite action is taken 
on the necessary appropriation. 

Definite action cannot be taken un- 
til a decision is made by Yonkers as 
to whether the northern section of 
that city is. to be included in the 
project, according to Eugene S. Mar- 
tin, Secretary of the commission. ‘The 
Yonkers Sanitary Commission, which 
has been continued in .office -by 
Mayor Fogarty, is making a study of 
the plan,’ but no report is expected 
for several months, The southern 
section of Yonkers will be cared for 
in the South Yonkers project, ap- 
propriations for which were made re- 
cently by the Board of Supervisors. 

The Saw Mill River project is the 
largest planned by the County Sani- 


tary Commission. It covers miles, the 
as almost thirty square miles, the 
proposed main itself being almost 
fifteen miles in length.

Mazer afterward brought dispossess 
proceedings against the tenants for 
nonpayment of rent and got judg- 
ment in summary proceedings in the 
Municipal Court of New York City 
on March 25, 1923. The ‘present ac-
